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A THE FOG OF WAR. On the third anniversary of the start of the U.S.- 

led war in Iraq, assessments of just what was being accomplished varied 
widely. More than 2,300 U.S. troops have died in the campaign, which 

so far has cost Americans some $400 billion. As those numbers mounted, 
and in the absence of a clear exit strategy, polls indicated that Americans’ 
support for the war was steadily declining. George W. Bush’s job-approval 
rating fell steadily at the same time, hitting a record low of 36 per cent. 
To counter the rising tide of protest, the President addressed his 
constituents’ concerns about the struggle to transform the former 
dictatorship. Bush said he was pleased by Iraqi efforts toward democracy 
and to establishing a balance across Sunni Arab, Shiite Muslim and 
Kurdish factions. But some in Iraq painted a very different picture. Fighting 
among the three groups was so fierce in some regions, it prompted 
debate about whether Iraq was in a state of civil war. One U.S. general 
said the sectarian conflict had become a bigger threat to the 132,000 
American soldiers stationed in Iraq than the insurgency. (chuck Kennedy/krT) 
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A WITHOUT A TRACE. Foul play was suspected almost immediately 
after Natalee Holloway, a high-school senior from Birmingham, Ala., 
disappeared in May 2005 on the last night of a class trip to Aruba. 
Numerous searches of the tiny Caribbean island, however, produced 
little beyond hard feelings. Holloway’s mother and stepfather, Beth 
and George “Jug” Twitty, grew frustrated by the lack of results, 
especially when some suspects were released from jail without being 
charged. Still, the couple lost the sympathy of many Arubans, who 
initially volunteered in the thousands to help search for the missing 
teen, after Beth Twitty accused local authorities of incompetence, or 
worse, a cover-up. Aruban police—who had, in fact, worked with the 
FBI—in turn blamed Twitty for hijacking the investigation. Still, one 
thing seemed clear: all the finger pointing hadn’t solved the mystery

IN MIAMI. Two

Instead, passengers described how Alpizar’s wife, Anne Buechner, screamed that he 
had bipolar disorder and was off his medication. A form of mental illness also known 
as manic depression, the disorder can produce agitated, erratic behavior if not properly

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A A JAB OF THE NEEDLE. The high-profile state execution of California death- 
row inmate Stanley Tookie Williams reignited the public debate over capital 
punishment. His supporters (including rapper Snoop Dogg, above) had argued 
that the co-founder of the notorious Crips, convicted in 1981 of four robbery 
murders, deserved clemency for his anti-gang crusading while in prison. 
Ironically, his execution, which took 34 minutes due to trouble finding a vein 
in his arm to administer the lethal drugs, may have a wider impact than any 
philosophical argument. Referring to Williams’s drawn-out death, a California 
district court judge launched an investigation after lawyers for another 
convicted murderer argued the injection procedure fails the constitution’s ban 
on cruel and unusual punishment. The ruling has implications for all 36 states 
that practise capital punishment using lethal injection. (Jose cartos Fajardo-Contra Costa
